A disabled veteran who finds 
he can’t keep his appointment at 
a Veterans Administration clinic 
for outpatient treatment should 
notify the clinic at least 24 hours 
ahead of time, so VA may sched¬ 
ule another disabled veteran in 
his place, Dr. Thomas J. Quigley, 
director, VA’s Outpatient Clinic, 


he is notified by VA that if he 
breaks another without at least 
24 hours’ notice or a reasonable 
excuse, he will be deemed to have 
refused government treatment. 
The veteran will then receive no 
further treatment until he has 
filed a formal application for it 
and satisfactorily shows a will¬ 
ingness to cooperate by keeping 
his appointments or by giving at 
least 24 hours’ notice when an ap¬ 
pointment must be broken.
